Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Kroos et 

al. 

Regarding claim 1, Kroos et al. disclose a "photographic print system, comprising: a 
photographic apparatus [70] for capturing a photographic image, in a linear direction, of a 
subject present within a photographic space; an image output apparatus [86] for outputting said 
photographic image to a print sheet; and an illumination apparatus [26, 34, 42, 52 and/or 54], 
wherein said illumination apparatus provides a direction of illuminating light within the 
photographic space that is offset from the linear direction." 
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Regarding claim 2, Kroos et al, disclose "a reflection apparatus [28, 36, 46 and/or 64] 
that is positioned laterally from the Hnear direction, wherein said reflection apparatus reflects the 
illuminating light provided from the illumination apparatus." 

Regarding claim 3, Kroos et al. disclose "the reflection apparatus is comprised of a 
material having a small light reflection coefficient [at least 28]," 

Regarding claim 4, Kroos et al. disclose "a secondary illumination apparatus that is 
positioned to offset shading produced by the illumination apparatus on the subject [at least 26]." 

Regarding claim 5, Kroos et al. disclose a "photographic print system, comprising: 
photographic apparatus [70] for capturing a photographic image, in a hnear direction, of a 
subject present within a photographic space; image output apparatus [86] for outputting said 
photographic image to a print sheet; and operation apparatus [60, col 5, Ins 44-57] for activating 
said photographic apparatus, said operation apparatus being positioned within the photographic 
space." 

Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Huebner. 

Regarding claim 6, Huebner discloses a "photographic print system, comprising: 
photographic apparatus [90] for capturing a photographic image of a subject present within a 
photographic space; image output apparatus [520] for outputting said photographic image to a 
print sheet, and moving apparatus [532, 534 col 2, Ins 19-30, 37-40 and figure 6] for physically 
moving said photographic apparatus in a direction towards the subject." 

Regarding claims 7 and 8, Huebner discloses "a movement detection apparatus [col 6, In 
64 - col 7, In 2] for detecting the physical movement [travel] of the photographic apparatus."
